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On Saturday October 8, 2016 was the annual Simulated 
Emergency Test.(S.E.T.), held at our E.O.C. station , 
VE3SAO , 55plus Centre on River St. in Thunder Bay 

The SET started at 1000 hours and finished at 1400 
hours. We had 6 Thunder Bay ARES Group members 
participate. We started a local 2 metre net on our main 
repeater, VE3YQT, asking for availability and present 
locations. 


We had great luck with HF, particularly on 40m, 
making contact with VE3SOO the Sault Ste.Marie, ON, 
EOC, VE3GSU the Sudbury EOC and Alan Boyd 
VE3AJB from his home station. 


We also used the WinLink digital system , contacting, 
VE3FYN, Atikokan 

VA3ECO, Kenora 

VE3SAO, Thunder Bay (EOC, ops VE3XT, VE3MXJ, 
VEFAL) 

VE3BVC, Fort Frances 

VE3JJA, Sioux Narrows 

VE3YDN, Dryden (voice-only) 


In passing simple messages, voice may be faster than 
WinLink, due to the extended handshake and slow data 
throughput. For this reason, phone is useful for coordi- 
nation purposes. A viable approach in a real emergency 
may be — where all stations are able to communicate 
with each other via HF — to use a phone net to transfer 
information, and then confirm with WinLink emails. 
Forty and 80 metre bands are most viable in this region 
for voice communications, but are generally only effec- 
tive near sunrise and sunset. Voice nets should be 
scheduled with this in mind. Likewise, HF communica- 
tions from this area to Toronto are best on 20 metres, 
which peaks in the afternoon, so voice communications 
with the Provincial EOC should keep this in mind. 
WinLink would work well for humanitarian traffic, 
where people in the affected area could enter short 
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e-mail messages on a dedicated computer, and then 
have them forwarded to their final destination. 


I think this years SET was very successful, and we 
learned a lot from it.

ARISS Packet System on Board the ISS 


Switched to UHF 
11/04/2016 via ARRL 


Due to the recent failure of the Ericsson VHF radio in 
the ISS Columbus module, the Amateur Radio on the 
International Space Station (ARISS) APRS packet sys- 
tem that normally operates 145.825 MHz has not been 
available. Crew member Shane Kimbrough, KESHOD, 
has activated an ARISS UHF radio that had been in 
storage on the ISS, and it is now operational on 
437.550 MHz. 


The packet system uses the same protocol as the VHF 
system. Operators using the system should adjust for 
increased Doppler shift at UHF. 


The ARISS team is currently working on Kenwood 
TM-D710GA models to replace all Amateur Radio 
transceivers on board the ISS. The target date for de- 
livery is late 2017. — Thanks to ARISS

The Hurricane Watch Net (HWN) has recognized one 
of its long-time members, Antony “Tony” Siese, 
VP9HK. HWN Manager Bobby Graves, KBSHAV, 
announced on October 20 that the net would confer 
upon Siese the title of “Honorary Member,” in recog- 
nition of his 31 years of service. Graves said Siese is 
the first non-manager to be named an Honorary Mem- 
ber.
